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“A BIBLICAL VIEW OF THE CHURCH” 


This is the title of a small book of 110 
pages by Rev. J. G. Bishop, D. D., which 
ought to have a wide sale. If it is largely 
circulated, it must do much good: for it con- 
tains important truth, expressed with the 
accustomed zeal of Dr. Bishop. Imagine 
him at a critical time speaking in defense of 
his principles, in a good mood, and delivering 
a sermon which he felt was to determine 
permanent results; and you will have a con- 
ception of the earnest and conscientious spir- 


it in which the book is prepared. Its evi- 
dent purpose and prevailing spirit are 
sound. 


On page 96 is a reference to Rev. John 
Sommerville, D. D., which reads as follows: 

Rey. John Sommerville, D. D.. says: “It 
was Paul and Barnabas who called the dis- 
ciples Christians. The word translated 
called, chrematidzo, (chrematizo?), is found 
only seven times in the New Testament. In 
every, &c. 


This is an error. For the word chrema- 
tizo is found in the New Testament nine 
times. And Dr. Bishop himself, in the con- 
nection of the quotation, refers to eight 
places. 

It is also found in the Septuagint version 
of the Old Testament, in the following places 
(though otherwise noted in the Septuagint) : 
—Jer. 25:30; Job 40:8; Jer. 26:2; Jer. 29:- 
23; I Kings 18:27; Jer. 438:1-4. Besides, 
the noun chrematismos, derived from the 
verb chrematizo, is also found in Prov. 31:1 
and in Romans 11: 4. 

But Brother Bishop’s argument is correct. 
In all places there is the meaning of digni- 
fied authority in the word; and, in the New 
Testament, divine direction. 

Brother Bishop on page 56 of his book 
teaches that “errors, if let alone. are likely 
to do little or no harm”. - - - If this be cor- 
rect, I wonder why Dr. Bishop attacked so 
carefully and powerfully the errors of the 
Baptists and Disciples, through page after 
page, frony page S2 to page 87: and other 
errors, on pages 95, 102 to 104, 108 and 110. 

The fact is, Dr. Bishop does right in at- 
tacking error, and in not letting it alone. 
It is not likely to die, unless it is refuted. 
“Truth is mighty, and will prevail’.—if it 
has teachers. God will make the truth to 
prevail in the end. But in the meantime 
souls may be lost through the skepticism, in- 
fidelity and materialism springing up in the 
individual mind in resistance to the error 
that is taught, which ought to have been 
overwhelmed by the teacher who knew the 
truth, but did not speak. Dr. Bishop was 
very successful in building up our organized 
missionary work from its insignificant con- 
dition when he took charge of it to its grati- 
fying progress when he was relieved of it: 
but it was not by itetting error alone con- 
cerning missionary doctrine and practice. 
Through his long, faithful service he was al- 
ways very strenuous in attacking any sup- 
posed error on the subject of missions. 

All error is willing to be let alone. Even 
error that has become embodied in conduct 
likes to be let alone; as in the case of the 
burglar and saloon-keeper. 

No church can have permanent life and 
success that lets error alone. A church, or 


denomination, that lets error alone is cer- 
tain to die; whatever may be its temporary 
prosperity based on some temporary materi- 
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alistic cause, or causes. Weeds must be re- 
moved, or the corn will not develop fully. 
And Dr. Bishop does right, to attack error. 
The point is, to do this in the true spirit, 
and in the spirit of truth. And this is what 
Dr. Bishop does.

N time of war the army _ which

gages in battle is not likely to achieve 
a glorious victory at all. The army must 
be aggressive as well as brave, or not much 
hope can be indulged for its conquests. The 
finest equipment and the ablest generals will 
be worth very little under a non-aggressive 
policy. The men and women who have done 
things in the world’s work are those who 
have had the energy to move forward, to gain 
new territory. 

What is true of the army is true of smaller 
companies of men and women.

as early as consistent with wise and thorough 
work.

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byter says of the proposed new version, as 
follows: 


It is good news that there is a dignified 
movement for a conservative and acceptable 
revision of the Authorized Version of the 
Holy Scriptures. The promise and assurance 
are given that next year, 1911, being the three- 
hundredth anniversary of the first issue of 
the Authorized Version, the Oxford Press, of 
England, is to put out what is to be known as 
the Commemorative Edition of the Bible. 
which is to be the Authorized Version with 
the simple changes from obsolete words and 
expressions to those that are in the current 
language of to-day, and with such changes in 
form as are rendered absolutely necessary by 
the fullest knowledge of the sacred text. The 
arrangement and supervision are said to be 
intrusted to competent and trustworthy men. 

It is a fact that what is generally known 
as the Revised Version is very greatly unsat- 
isfactory, and yet, notwithstanding all ob- 
jJections. «a concerted movement of certain 
men has been made to induce and compel its 
adoption. Various church bodies have been 
urged and almost driven to declare their 
preference for this version. Publishers have 
used all possible efforts to secure the adoption 
of this version in the Sabbath-school lesson 
helps of the various churches. Our own Gen- 
eral Assembly has been almost intimidated 
and browbeaten in the effort to compel the 
use of this version in its publications. Not- 
withstanding its obvious imperfections and 
the fact of its being copyrighted, the effort 
has been made to thrust it into the place so 
long held by the Authorized Version. 

We are heartily glad to learn of this new 
movement. If the work is well and wisely 
done it will mean that the Authorized Ver- 
sion will hold its old place so securely that 
it cannot he driven out. Its forms of utter- 
mice, so rich and beautiful. so dear to the 
hearts of the people, and so faithful and 
charming a transcription of the Word of God. 
will remain the popularly accepted version. 
It is far in advance of anything that has ever 
vet been given to us in our own language as 
a translation of the Holy Scriptures. 

What is known as the Revised Version has 
dealt too brusquely with the sacred text. In- 
stead of being scholarly in the highest degree 
it is now conceded by many competent schol- 
urs that the revisers were misled by faulty 
Greek manuscripts to depart from the most 
trustworthy standards. Its English is harsh 
and unsatisfactory. A bias toward immer- 
sionist ideas and a trend toward Unitarian- 
ism is apparent. It would be a great misfor- 
tune and peril to have it. adopted as the uni- 
versal popular version. Let it be relegated 
to the bookshelf, to be used for reference, for 
which purpose it is sometimes and somewhat 
useful, Let there, at least, be no precipitate 
adoption of it by our church bodies as the 
text to be crowded into our Sabbath-schools 
and homes. 

We can afford to await the appearance of 
this promised Commemorative Edition. if it 
changes some of the expressions that were 
current in the earlier days. and gives us in 
conservative and scholarly wisdom the loved 
and familiar utterances and forms of the old 
Authorized Versions, it will come to stay for 
many a century. 

As we see the matter, the extremes to 
which friends of the American Revision have 
gone in seeking to press it upon the peeple. 
whether or not they wish it. can have but 
nt short life. If that version is not what is 
needed, we may be sure that the Lord will 
bring it xbout in due time, that another will 
be given. There is no doubt about it that 
the best English ever given to any transla- 
tion of the Bible is that given to the Author- 
ized Version, made in 1611, and if the Com- 
memorative Edition shall preserve the pure 
English. simply making the changes as stat- 
ed in the Herald and Presbyter, that will be 
the most popular and the most useful edition 
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ever given to the Church. The more an un- 
wise effort is made to push the Revised Ver- 
sion on the public, the more surely will the 
people turn to the Authorized Version, or its 
worthy successor, the Commemorative Edi 
tion. We propose to maintain the attitude 
of a fair mind and be thankful for light on 
the Word of God coming from any reliable 
source, but if the Commemorative Edition is, 
when it appears, what is now promised, that 
will speedily become the successor of both 
the Authorized and the American Revised 
Versions. Meantime while we are waiting to 
see what it will bring to us, let us not be 
wanting in an honest effort to get all the 
truth possible from whatever version we 
may have. 

The Editorial Board, under whose guar- 
dianship the Commemorative Edition is to be 
made consists of thirty-three of the leading 
scholars in this country, which would seem to 
give us assurance of good work.

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FRET NOT THYSELF BECAUSE OF 
SCIENCE, SO-CALLED 

Some “moderns” think the men of a long 
time ago were very ignorant—and no doubt 
that is true, but ignorance illuminated by the 
wisdom that comes from above is often more 
discerning than wisdom which knows noth- 
ing of the illumination of the Spirit. It 
was David, an ancient worthy, who said. 
“Fret not thyself because of evil doers.” 
Ilis wisdom has been proven over and over. 
We need not fret. for in due season the 
evil doer and his work will come to an end. 
meanwhile the good will go marching on in 
the service of God. This does not mean that 
we need never feel concerned about vital 
issues, and about the welfare of men and 
women who may be misled by error, for 
there is always great danger to individuals 
through such influences, but what David said 
was to the friends of truth—that there is 
ho occasion to fret for the safety of the 
truth, for it will be more than a conqueror 
and error will perish, but of course we must 
do what we can to take care of the spiritual 
interests of the weak who might be misled. 
Let us keep their confidence in the Bible as 
the one great citudel of Truth—the very 
strength of God. 

Some of us have worried over the fall of 
Bible truth because some so-called scientist 
came along and announced a new theory 
which he declared upset Bible ideas and 
made the way clear for science to supersede 
religion—that in a few years he would so 
revolutionize thought that no one having 
a fair degree of education would think of 
being so old and fogy as to believe the Bible. 
That talk has been heard many a time, but 
the old Bible is still in the land, and if pos- 
sible more popular than ever before. The 
sales of the Bible are more numerous than 
any ten of the most popular books ever writ- 
ten. and the interest in its teachings is more 
widespread than at any time in the history 
of the world. 

Meantime let us inquire what has become 
of these prophets of evil for the Old Book? 

Let us take just one of the most popular 
scientific theories which many regarded as 
imperiling the truth of the Bible—that of 
Evolution as taught by Charles Darwin, the 
great naturalist. Another may speak as to 
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the fate of Darwin and his theory of Evo- 
lution. Read the following from the Presbyteri- 
an of the South, and then compare the facts 
und say how you would like to have a seat 
with Darwin and his admirers—say of the 
last forty years? Here is what the Presby- 
terian says: 


In the “Bible Student and Teacher” for 
October is a paragraph which states with pe- 
culiar clearness a fact which thinking men 
have long realized—the fact that the Darwin- 
ian theory of evolution is dead. 

The “Student,” after quoting from bacea- 
laureate sermon a paragraph which endorsed 
the theories of Darwin, expresses surprise. 
It says that “the assumption of this acting- 
president of the university, that Darwin hy- 
pothesis is established, must be a surprise to 
all well-informed persons; and his reasoning 
is so seriously defective as to be next to un- 
pardonable.” 

Its statement is broad that “the theory of 
evolution as proposed by Mr. Charles Darwin 
had been abandoned by the leading scientists 
of the world” because “there is not a par- 
ticle of scientifie evidence to support. it.” 
George Darwin, son of Charles, and at one 
tire }-vesident of the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science has abandoned 
his father’s theory of evolution, and Ernest 
Haeckel, its only living advocate is not far 
from wavering. 

It is only about one generation since this 
theory was put forth. and with all the pomp 
of science. Its author well knew that his 
theory antagonized the Bible, but he pressed 
it nene the less. It became a fad, and thou- 
sinds who knew not the real meaning of evo- 
lution proclaimed themselves evolutionists. 
Some of God's people began to fear for the 
ark of God. 

About one generation has passed since that 
diay. and now, alas for the theory, there's 
hone so poor to do it reverence. 


Let the Christian take eomfort. Other the- 
ovries and vagaries are abroad which antag- 
onize the Bible. Sometimes they become pop- 
war and attain the conspicuousness of a fad. 
But let the Christian not fear for we know 
that the Word of the Lord abideth forever.

vest. However, they are not children of the 
mill or factory, and machinery is an innova- 
tion. When they learn that all the oppor- 
tunities are not to be found within the four 
walls of the dusty mill, or the smoky factory, 
the same spirit that prompted their coming 
to this country, turns their attention toward 
the country. They are natural farmers and 
gardeners, and know much better how to 
cultivate and utilize a small amount of land 
than do those who were born here as heirs 
of plenty. Necessity has been their school- 
master and they have learned their lesson 
well. They go to the abandoned farms, into 
the virgin forest, or to the great plains of 
the west. Already many of our rural vil- 
lages in New England are being filled by peo- 
ple other than the original stock. The aban- 
doned farms, which may be numbered by the 
thousands, are just being reinhabited by 
these people of strange language and cus- 
toms. I was told by a teacher in the pub- 
lic schools of a New Hampshire village that 
she had but one scholar of English speak- 
ing parentage. It is only a short time when 
these children will be the teachers. They 
aspire and they are apt. Many of our coun- 
try churches have been forced to close their 
doors as the mill cannot grind without a 
grist. These new neighbors for the most 
part are Catholics. But it will be un- 
derstood they are not in the country for re- 
ligious advantages, hence there is little or no 
restraint. The Catholic Church is not es- 
pecially adapted to the rural communities 
and these people are living all over New Eng- 
land without any religious training whatever. 
They have stood aloof from the church and 
the church has abandoned them. The bread- 
and-butter question is the main issue and 
they are quite willing to submit to nonsolu- 
tion of religious government and education, 
so long as they are comfortable and the land 
brings forth in plenty. They take things as 
they find them as vastly superior to condi- 
tions in their old home across the sea. But 
the time will come when they shall desire 
to help do the adjusting; then what? Will 
it then matter whether they are Christian or 
pagan. Mr. Andrew X. Alexakis, a promi- 
nent Greek of Boston is visiting the New Eng- 
land cities for the purpose of getting his 
fellow-countrymen to become naturalized cit- 
izens of the United States. He has been in 
Haverhill, where we have about 1,500 Greeks, 
with 600 possible voters. Although it will 
take about two years to carry out the scheme 
as planned, yet we must acknowledge that a 
colony of 600 standing together often has 
the balance of power upon closely contested 
questions. The saloon or no saloon is gener- 
lly settled in most of our cities by a major- 
ity less than 600. A Greek Military Guard 
has been organized in Haverhill with a hun- 
dred members and like organizations are to 
be found in Lowell, Lynn and Salem. Man- 
chester, N. H., also has a flourishing organi- 
zation. They must be taught the true prin- 
ciples of government and obedience to law. 
This cannot be done by purchasing their 
votes on election day and having them nat- 
uralized for the benefit of some pet scheme 
or political wire puller. They must be made 
to feel that character is the chief asset of 
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the true citizen and that they have homes 
to protect and a future to build. 


Our church workers will have to learn the 
surest and easiest way of approach to these 
people. No minister should think his train- 
ing complete until he is able to cohverse quite 
fluently and accurately in one or more lan- 
guages other than his own. Great things 
can be accomplished when an appeal can be 
made in their own language. Language study 
should be taken up according to the field to 
be worked. This of course would necessitate 
long pastorates. There is no man with abil- 
ity enough to preach but that could learn a 
new language. Some will say that we have- 
n’t time for this extremely difficult task— 
that is just the fly in the ointment—the 
churches haven't time to do Christian work. 
We dread the frown and inconvenience of 
commercial bankruptey more than moral de- 
seneracy. 

The close observer of economical and secial 
questions must admit that the immigrant is 
working upward in the scale of occupations. 
The first generation is no longer content to 
use the spade and pick-ax. and the second 
generation generally seek office ora foreman’s 
place. Many of them are becoming foremen 
in our factories. They are floor walkers in 
our stores and teachers in our schools. They 
are apt in the knowledge of the English 
language and can always be depended upon 
to stand by their own. Give them the best 
places, and in social and civic interests, to 
be ever on the alert. This spirit is not 
wholly to be despised but the lack of interest 
and seeming lethargy of our own race is to 
be deplored. We cannot expect the alien to 
respect our laws and our sacred institutions, 
if we ourselves have no respect for them. 
Say what we may, we are to solve these ques- 
tions along religious lines. It is not an eco- 
nomical question.

An oceasional visitor. full of grace and zeal, 
sent into any small church or community 
would bring renewed interest, A new face 
will often bring out a better sermon from a 
discouraged pastor. 

“A knowledge of the field is just as impor- 
tant for the city church and the city pastor. 
The great problem in the city is to turn men’s 
attention from the force and allurement of 
commercialism to Christ and the church. The 
preacher and the church worker must Know 
men. They should associate with them even 
more than they do. One of the most pitiable 
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confessions of the inability of the Church to 
meet present-day problems, is the shifting of 
locations. Selling out because the settlement 
is becoming foreign, then make a great hu- 
manitarian appeal for money to educate and 
convert the heathen across the sea. Better 
take off our coats and delve into the duty 
that lies nearest to us. I am told of a 
clergyman in the state of Vermont, who is 
holding on to the draperies of a decaying 
church: he has already selected its grave 
clothes, because the French Canadians have 
settled all about him. They were without 
Chureh or Priest. The thing for that man 
to do is to take up the study of French and 
preach and persuade them in their own 
tongue. This would soon solve his problem. 
The given community of any church should 
be analyzed and understood by a majority of 
its members. Plans should be devised to 
meet every condition. The church is a great 
force and not simply a field. There is but one 
solution to religious problems, that is for 
every Christian to rise above all contending 
forces that may have come into his life 
and be just as four-square in the counting 
house as at the communion table. It is a 
fact that most churches attempt the solution 
of their problems by a change in pastors. This 
does not settle the question. For awhile 
things spring up and the work advances, then 
it turns abruptly the other way. The new 
exhilaration soon subsides and the same old 
problems present themselves. Every mem- 
ber must be a worker and all working to- 
gether. All work must be intelligent in order 
to have an appeal. There are those who be- 
lieve in the church yet remain away because 
of lack of interest; others that do not value 
it as an institution in the community and 
féel that the public schools and secular or- 
ganizations are quite sufficient to minister un- 
to society. There is a minority number who 
think that the whole thing is a farce—relig- 
ion 2 lie, and all who profess it insincere. 
Others would really like to be in the church. 
but feel that they are outclassed—not wanted 
—that the church exists for the favored few 
and becomes a kind of social club, or a mu- 
tual admiration society. There are those 
who do not like the message of the church 
because it condemns their sinful ways. It is 
under these conditions that the church is ex- 
pected to prove herself. Its high claims must 
be justified in its ability to meet and assimi- 
late all these forces. 

We have the moral degenerate, the gam- 
bling joint, the saloons. the cohabitation of 
men and women, many to whom the marriage 
vow and ceremony have become obsolete; the 
vile. the vulgar and the maliciously wicked 
all here in our own city. In order to com- 
bat these forces, lovers of good must com- 
bine. I am inclined to think that our police 
as men, are very good fellows, but lacking 
in activitv—except for the arrest of the 
common drunks. <A spirit of stupidity has 
crept in upon most all the citizens, and we 
are quite willing to let our own city go to 
ruin so long as it goes in a palace car.

425; Polls 300; Greeks 500; Armenians 100; 
several Austrians, a number of Chinese, and 
a scattering population of other races of 
more than three hundred. What is true of 
Haverhill is equally true of nearly all the 
cities in Massachusetts. More than 30 per 
cent. of the inhabitants of the state are 
foreign born. In the cities alone the per 
cent. is much higher, with a maximum of 
eighty-six per cent. 

The churches for the most part stand upon 
the verge of this great ocean and wonder 
what can be done? ‘There is no time for 
questioning; something must be done. We 
must act and act quick. There are good 
strong men outside the churches that should 
be enlisted in the movement. They should 
become identified with the church as a mighty 
force for good. It is the battle of civiliza- 
tion—the growth and prosperity of our coun- 
try—the happiness of the individual—the pro- 
tection of the home. If this be true it is 
unfair for so many to share in all these bless- 
ings. or to eat the sweets without remem- 
brance of the burning sun that produced 
them. Men must be given a conscience, 
they must be made to think. A young man 
said to a young lady: “I think I shall sell 
my conscience, as I have no further use for 
it.” The apt reply, “you can recommend it 
as brand new and having never been used.” 
The church should solicit the good in all men 
and marshal all men for good. This can 


be done only as each member feels 
responsibility for the individual. Study 
their environment, know their needs; 


catch the trend of their thought and then 
meet them at the point of the least resistance, 
work into their-affections in the same way 
one would into a secret fraternity. Be sure 
of the right word, then. proceed step by step, 
from one room to another until you at last 
sit side by side in the life of the individual 
whom you would reach. 

The Church has a message for every con- 
dition in life if rightly applied. The mis- 
take is too frequent of bending all our ener- 
gies trying to make church members—of

getting men to comply and conform to some 
rule or doctrine instead of making Christians 
or inviting them to Jesus Christ. Church 
members are always looking for the conven- 
ient things and if they were as lazy in the 
securing of their daily bread as they are in 
their religious devotions they would soon 
starve. Many are careless as to their church 
obligations. They attend the services when 
convenient, contribute toward its support 
when they like the minister, make promises 
to God ard break them without provocation, 
and all the while wonder why the church 
does not grow, and why God does not use 
them as soul winners. Such inconsistency 
keeps more people out of the church than 
any pastor can bring in. Recently I asked 
as to the possibility of uniting two small 
churches of different denominations in a 
country place, and I was told that it was 
undesirable as it was so convenient when 
the members in one church got mad at the 
minister they could go to the other. If there 
is anything worse than a tale bearer, it is 
a church tramp. The church wil! have to 
present a solid front—and that with the 
front door open if the world is to 
be brought to Christ. The religion 
that is to touch all classes is the 
religion that is based upon the simple teach- 
ings of Jesus Christ. The creed of St. Paul 
is sufficient. “And now abideth faith, hope, 
love, but the greatest of these is love.” It 
is more difficult to get into some ‘churches 
than it is into the Kingdom of Heaven. The 
penitent must climb over a man-made creed 
before he finds fellowship. The church must 
be as broad as Christ, and what He accepts 
the church must not call common or unclean. 
It must be ever alert, aggressive, must pos- 
sess the spirit of charity and forgiveness 
and above all have the power of adaptabil- 
ity to meet men as Christ would meet them.

A FAREWELL SERVICE 


It will be of special interest to a great 
many people in the Miami Ohio Conference 
to know that the old Pleasant Hill church 
building will soon be no more, for it was in 
this town, though not in this church house, 
that the Miami Ohio Conference was organ- 
ized nearly a hundred years ago. The pres- 
ent building is forty-two years old. 

Three months ago we had no thought of 
building a church here this year, but the 
work has grown so rapidly in so many ways 
that a new equipment has become necessary. 
In a remarkable manner the enthusiasm has 
developed so quickly and the plans have been 
so far matured that the last meeting in the 
old house will be held on April tenth. 
The church to be erected will be one of the 
best in the denomination. The architectural 
plans are about decided upon and a canvass 
for funds was begun only yesterday, and 
half of the money was pledged for it at the 
close of the first day’s canvass. 

This is all a direct proof of the reflex in- 
fluence of the mission spirit upon home fi- 
nance. Our foreign mission offering was 
taken only last Sunday, and in spite of the 
fact that we are just beginning the new 
church proposition the offering was over 
$150.00, or by actual count more than this 
church has given for foreign missions all 
told in the last fifteen years. A few were 
qgfraid that we were robbing ourselves just

when we most needed the money. But lis- 
ten! One man, just because of the Sunday 
meetings and offering, gave five hundred dol- 
lars more than he had intended, and it had 
a like effect on other offerings of which I 
know. One of our best business men esti- 
mated the influence of that foreign offering 
to be worth five thousand dollars for our 
church fund. 


Since June the church has sent away from 
home more than it has done all told in ten 
years before; and yet it has nearly doubled 
its home salary and expenses, with a third 
the effort it formerly had to raise the small- 
er amount. Instead of paying the pastor 
any old time, in the ten months I have been 
here it has paid in full each week and has 
always had money in the treasury. Will 
folks never learn that God never blesses 
selfishness, either in individuals or churches!

JOSEPH COOK ON SECOND PROBATION

Infidelity has had few opponents who could 
better expose the weakness of its contentions 
than Joseph Cook. In the present day we 
hear a great deal about probation after death 
and the “unreasonableness of believing in the 
damnation of any one.” 


But why should there be so much doubt 
on a subject upon which the Bible speaks 
with clearness? 

Joseph Cook had only Biblical solutions 
for Biblical difficulties. He said: “Under fixed 
natural laws character in free moral agents 
tends to asSume final permanence, good or 
bad.

There can be no peace anywhere 
in the universe for a soul with bad in 
tentions or unholy choices, and ought not te 
be. God would not be God if He were to 
give blessedness to unholiness.”

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THE CHRISTIANS’ WORK AWAY FROM HOME

If depending upon the announcement of 
the subject assigned me to determine the 
basis of what may be said, it is probably dif- 
ficult to arrive at a correct conclusion, for in 
speaking the words “The Christians’ Work 
Away From Home” there is nothing to indi- 
cate whether the apostrophe is placed be- 
tween the “n” and the “s” of “Christians” 
and thus making it singular possessive and 
therefore referring to me, to you, to each of 
us personally in regard to our work away 
from home; or whether it is placed after the 
word, making it plural possessive and hav- 
ing reference principally to the work of the 
Christians as an organization or denomina- 
tion. 

In this meeting, I take it, we are desirous 
of getting the most good for the greatest 
number of us, whether it applies individually 
or collectively. Let us then consider that if 
it were possible the correct arrangement of 
the word is both singular and plural possess- 
ive. 

It shall not.be the aim to particularly en- 
lighten any one as to his individual duty, re- 
sponsibility, or opportunity ; but if there may 
be something said here this evening by some 
one or by more than one that through sug- 
gestions coming to you may lead to the ask- 
ing of questions (though more aggressive 
action would be appreciated and is desired) 
it will at least indicate that you have inter- 
est in and concern about our work away 
from home, and the purpose of our assem- 
bling will have been accomplished. The dis- 
tance between interest and enthusiasm is 
not so very great, and enthusiasm usu- 
ally leads to action; and that is what we 
men need to experience in relation to The 
Christians’ Work Away From Home. 


Toe say that the principles of the Christian 
Church, 

Christian Character our only test of fellow- 
ship, 

Christ our only leader, 

Christian our only name, 

The Bible our only statement of doctrine, 

Individual interpretation the right of all, 

Union of God's people, 
are grand ones, and that it is an honor to be 
affliated with it and have a part in her 
work is no doubt but expressing the senti- 
ment of all our members here this evening, 
and to a certain and great extent the appre- 
ciation ef those friends present who may 
not be members. I am glad that through 
the years of her history—more than a cen- 
tury—she has made very material advance- 
ment in very many ways. We have come up 
from a belief and practice that an educated 
ministry was not needed to where our pas- 
tors are well educated and able men, and 
from the practice of a no-mission church to 
one maintaining missionary work both at 
home and abroad. We may not have made all 
the progress that was our opportunity, but 
the past is behind us and loudly urging us 
to renewed consecration and to added efforts 
for the future in her further advancement. 

Our work as a denomination, as it has ref- 
erence to foreign fields is conducted and in 








charge at the home end by a Mission Board. 
elected at the Quadrennial Conferences—the 
next meeting in Albany, New York, October 
of this year. The present Board consists of 
Rey. J. J. Bishop, D. D., Dayton, Ohio, Rev. 
O. W. Powers, Dayton, O., Home Sec’y, Rev. 
M. T. Morrill, Dayton, O., For’n Sec’y, Rev. 
W. H. Denison, D. D., Huntington, Ind., 
Rey. M. D. Wolfe, Haverhill, Massachusetts, 
Rey. W. P. Fletcher, Drayton, Ont., Canada, 
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Rev. P. §S. Sailer, Boston, Massachusetts, 
Rey. Clarence Defur, until quite recently 
pastor at Merom, Indiana, now at Del Rio, 
Texas, Mrs. Athella Howsaire, Norfolk, Vir- 
ginia. 

This Board holds its regular meetings once 
each year, in October, but may be called in 
special meetings if required. Within the 
Board is a Mission Council, or sort of Execu- 
tive Committee, consisting of Reverends Bish- 
op, Morrill, Powers, Fletcher, Denison, 
who are called to pass upon matters or work 
requiring attention further than by the Sec- 


retary, but without necessitating the ex- 
pense of assembling the entire Mission 
Board.

a total of fourteen, twelve of whom are on 
the field and two waiting to go back. There 
are five people waiting to be commissioned 
as Christian Missionaries. There are six- 
teen foreign churches among our people, with 
a total membership of 883, and Sunday-schoo! 
pupils to the number of 2,563. Our Japan work 
also includes a Theological or Bible Training 
School and a Girls’ School. 

The work of the Christian Church in Japan 
was begun twenty-three years ago, in Apri? 
1887 at which time Rev. and Mrs. D. F. 
Jones arrived after a voyage by way of Eng- 
land and which was begun in January. His 
first labors were at Ishinomaki, and his sal- 
ary at the beginning $350 per year. 

The work in Porto Rico was begun in 
January 1901. 

Missionary history among the Christians, 
however, dates farther back than this be- 
ginning of active work on foreign soil. 

The first Home and Foreign Missionary so- 
ciety was in New England, and dates from 
November 1845. 

In May 1853 our venerable Dr. Thomas 
Holmes, who is yet living at an advanced 
age in Michigan, offered his services as a 
missionary to Africa, ready to go when there 
should be $1,000.00 in hand to commence the 
work. This sum, however, was not raised, 
and our first Foreign Missionary candidate 
never became a missionary at work for us 
on foreign fields. 


How much we as a people lost, or how 
much we might have been able to do from 
that time during the third of a century fol- 
lowing until Rev. Jones and wife entered 
upon their Japanese work, or during the 
half century that had preceded Dr. Holmes’ 
offer and undertaking, we cannot tell. Our 
opportunity is to try to make the next third 
or half century count for the advancement of 
Christ’s kingdom and cause among men both 
here and away from home to the fullest pos- 
sible extent of our individual efforts com- 
bined into the efforts of the Christian 
Church, and all led by Him whom we ac- 
knowledge as our Divine Leader. 


Many of you, perhaps all of you, are fa- 
miliar with the origin of the Christians, how 
the church came into existence through move- 
ments in three different denominations at 
nearly the same time, though in widely sep- 
arated parts of the country and without one 
having knowledge of the action of the other; 
but are you aware that our Foreign Mission- 
ary work had a somewhat similar beginning? 


What we would probably call the real be- 
ginning of our work in this line was about 
the year 1883, and at that time there were 
the Christian Church North and the Chris- 
tian Church South, not co-operating. Dur- 
ing that year our beloved, revered, and hon- 
ored Dr. J. P. Watson, whose earthly house 
of clay now rests in our beautiful River- 
side Cemetery, furnished a series ef articles 
which were published in the Heratp or Gos- 
PEL LIBERTY, on the subject of Foreign Mis- 
sions, and which were not without effect in 
influencing contributions for the work. 
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In April, 1883, Rev. P. T. Klapp, of North 
Carolina, preached a sermon showing the 
condition of people in heathen lands, and at 
its close a member by the name of Rora 
Womack handed him 35 cents, which he said 
was all the money he had, saying, “If our 
people will not use it for the benefit of the 
heathen, I want to give it to some denomina- 
tion that will use it for them.” And this ser- 
mon and this gift of 35 cents are counted 
the practical beginning of the work among 
‘our Southern people. 


The amount of the gift you say, and know, 
was small—but how much smaller is our 
average money contributions per member to- 
day for the same cause? Well, more than 
fifty per cent, for if we averaged thirty-five 
cents per member per year for the whole de- 
nomination for Foreign Missions we would 
have much nearer $50,000.00 than the $18,- 
000.00 asked by our Board for this year. 


What a change, and what an improvement 
have been wrought in Japan. Commodore 
Perry, you will remember, visited for our 
Government, and opened this Hermit Em- 
pire in 1854. For 250 years previous Japan 
was a sealed book, an “exclusive” people. 
Government edicts were posted along her 
highways forbidding any one becoming a 
Christian under penalty of death; and the 
United States Government is very directly re- 
sponsible for the removal of these edicts, 
once so numerous but now sought as relics 
for museums. The first missionaries follow- 
ed Perry in 1859, but there was not a single 
convert until 1864. After the lapse of ten 
years there were not over six or seven mis- 
sionaries in that country, and the whole 
number of Japanese Christians is said to 
have been six. The first church was organ- 
ized in 1872 with nine members. Our own 
work, as already stated, was begun in 1887. 

At our denominational rally held during 
the recent Laymen’s Missionary Convention, 
in Dayton, our brother, Rev. H. J. Rhodes, 
who was a missionary in Japan for our peo- 
ple from 1889 to 1892, and who also had a 
great part in organizing our work in Porto 
Rico, now pastor of the Franklin, Ohio, 
Christian church, gave an incident in the life 
ef one of the converts of the Christian church 
in Japan, and I believe the first one, Bro. 
Taskio Ota, to illustrate the devotion, con- 
secration, and genuine interest in the work of 
a thoroughly converted Japanese. Brother 
‘Ota was for many years a pastor of our peo- 
ple in the Sunrise Kingdom but has now 
passed to that brighter country. At the time 
referred to he was the assistant and inter- 
preter for Bro. Rhodes. Mr. Ota’s father 
was a man of influence in his district or 
province and had been made president of a 
railway company operating there. The com- 
pany needed a private secretary for their 
president and the position was offered by the 
father to his son with the understanding that 
the actual work required would probably not 
exceed four to five hours per day, and that 
the remainder of his time might be spent as 
he saw fit, in Christian work if he so de- 
sired, and his salary should be, as I remem- 
ber it 100 yen per month. The mission was 
paying him five yen per month. He knew, 
however, and was told by Bro. Rhodes, how 
much his services were appreciated and need- 
ed, and said that he would pray and think 
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over the matter before giving his answer. 
Measuring by the standards with which we 
are familiar, and comparing the compensa- 
tion offered, what conclusion could we ex- 
pect except that the Christian missionaries 
would lose their most valued native worker 
and the railroad people would secure a very 
capable secretary? But Bro. Ota’s reply 
thanked his father very courteously for the 
honor extended, assured him of his apprecia- 
tion of his consideration of his qualifications, 
abilities, etc., but politely declined with the 
statement to the effect that he would rather 
give all his time to the preaching and teach- 
ing of the religion of Jesus Christ to his fel- 
low-man than to be able to give only a part 
of his time in probably a less effective way 
if he were to undertake the railway com- 
pany’s work at the very handsome salary. 
Brother Rhodes said, and Rev. Woodworth 
has said, as probably others who knew him, 
that had all the labors of all the missionaries 
for all these years resulted in no other con- 
vert, the results of Mr. Ota’s work would have 
been sufficient compensation. 


Opportunities, which are frequently synon- 
ymous with duties, are pressing upon our 
representatives in Japan to-day, as well as in 
Porto Rico, but as I am probably exceeding 
my alloted time cannot refer to tke latter 
field in detail, and want only to read an il- 
lustration of this fact from the last HERALD 
OF GOSPEL LIBERTY, an article written by our 
Secretary of Foreign Missions: 


“But in regard to Japan. The latest infor- 
mation shows that in one respect we now 
have the opportunity of a generation, and 
perhaps a lifetime. When the Frys went to 
Japan the second time they located in Utsu- 
nomiya because there was a great unoccu- 
pied field in the city and province. After 
starting good work in the city, they blazed 
the way in the strategic outlying towns, lay- 
ing out the field with true foresight. That 
was several years ago, when they hoped to 
have more missionaries from America and 
more native pastors to use. Our financial 
stagnation (almost) has foiled the plans. 
Now along comes a man seeking for a field, 
lunching with the Frys, inquiring about the 
very towns where our missionaries have 
started work, proposing to place men in 
those strategic centers and to push evangel- 
ization in them. Immediately upon the ad- 
vent of a permanent pastor all results will 
go to him, and our missionaries will have to 
withdraw to less advantageous places. The 
one thing that will forestall such events is a 
hearty response from our brotherhood with 
missionary funds. A few hundred dollars 
would enable the mission to put men in the 
outstations not now occupied by resident 
workers. The way has been paved for our 
success in the towns mentioned, and good 
results have already been reaped; the Girls’ 
School in Utsunomiya is now running six 
Sunday-schools; there are twenty-five pupils 
in the school, with more to come in April; 
an excellent Christian woman who lives in 
this city, but was given college training in 
America, has been engaged to render assist- 
ance in the school; the Utsunomiya church 
is thriving; and just now is the opportunity 
of a generation in Tochigi province for the 
mission of the. Christians. What an oppor- 
tunity for you to invest a few hundred dol- 
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lars in Christian work! Do you begin to see 
why the Mission Board is asking for increase 
missionary funds?’ 

Men of the First Christian church of Troy, 
do you realize that Dr. Watson, who was at 
the time pastor of this church, is counted the 
real founder of our missionary enterprises, 
and Troy, therefore, the birthplace of both 
our Home and Foreign work? Brethren, we 
are marked as leaders among our people. 
How shall we acquit ourselves in this re- 
spect? If it takes Laymen’s Missionary Con- 
ventions to arouse and stir us, let us have 
the conventions. Shall it not be our purpose 
to heed the injunction given by Paul to the 
Corinthians, “Watch ye, stand fast in the 
faith, quit you like men, be strong.” This 
means, certainly, a more aggressive policy 
with reference to the Christian’s work away 
from home.

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“QUEER BED-FELLOWS” 


In deference to a feeling on the part of 
some that injustice was done to the Young 
Men’s Christian Association by the editorial 
in last week’s HERALD OF GOSPEL LIBERTY, 
under the above caption, the editor has kind- 
ly permitted me to present the matter from 
the opposite standpoint. This I am glad to 
do, not from a desire to engage in any con- 
troversy, but to set the work of the Associa- 
tion before the HERALD readers in what seems 
to me to be a proper light. I only regret 
that the task is not in abler hands, and that 
the form in which the matter has been pre- 
sented, compels me to make direct reference 
to the statements contained in the editorial. 

The work of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association in the United States, Canada, 
Mexico and the Canal Zone is carried for- 
ward under three main departments,—City 
Associations, Railroad Department, and Stu- 
dent Department. Besides these there are 
several minor departments, such as Town 
and County Work, Colored Work, Army and 
Navy Work, Indian Work, Boys’ Work, etc. 
In addition to these are the Conference work, 
the Foreign Work, and the Student Volunteer 
Movement. The work is classified broadly 
as Physical, Educational and Religious. For 
the latter term, the word spiritual would be 
more appropriate, as it is the contention that 
all work for human betterment carried on 
in a Christian spirit, is religious. 

The number of City Associations report- 
ing in 1909, was 610; Railroad Associations, 
237; Student Associations, 665. The aggre- 
gate membership reported was 450,927, of 
whom 188,274 were active members. The As- 
sociation held property in 1909 valued at 
55,710,375, and paid for the maintenance of 
the work nearly eight millions of dollars. 
These statistics are given to indicate the 
importance of the institution so far as it can 
be shown by figures. Here is an immense 
force, either for the advance of the Kingdom 
of God, or for hindering it. It is charged 
that this institution, instead of being “A 
center of religious life and social improve- 
ment for young men” is “Largely tending in 
another direction.” “The good seems to be 
rapidly sinking’’ beneath a “pile of moral 
rubbish.” If these charges are even par- 
tially true, we have here a fearful condi- 
tion of affairs, and a perversion of a trust 
that is alarming. Let us examine. 

It is said that the Association is “Standing 
for so many other things, it has little or no 
strength left to spare for the spiritual”. 
Here are some figures. Last year, 11,582 
members were reported as serving on relig- 
ious (spiritual) work committees, or doing 
definite personal work. There were 92,586 
members of Bible classes enrolled. . Shop 
meetings and classes were held to the num- 
ber of 12,156. Nearly fifty thousand relig- 
ious meetings for men, eight thousand ‘for 
boys, and two thousand in the interest of 
missions were held, with a combined attend- 
ance of 6,124,628. 

But it is said that “Had the Association 
stood for the ideals on which it was origin- 
ally planned, it might have done great things 
for our young men in bringing them to 
Christ, but under present conditions, the op- 
portunity—is gone”. It is almost impossible 
to even estimate the results of evangelistic 
effort. The Young Men's Christian Asso- 


ciation is especially careful to report only 
known facts, not guesses. Yet 436 Associa- 
tions in two departments, reported last year 
17,158 professed conversions, an average of 
nearly fifty to each, and of this number 4,502 
united with some church. 

But we are told that the Association is 
“Standing for so many other things’. It 
may be of interest to note some of these other 
things. I omit statistics, although they are 
fascinating. Here are some of the lines of 
effort taken at random: Night Classes for 
Men and Boys, Teaching English to For- 
eigners, Instruction in First Aid to the In- 
jured, Swimming Classes, Promotion of So- 
cial Play, Developing public playgrounds, 
Education in Prevention of Disease, Boys’ 
athletic work, Gymnasiums, Baths, Rest 
Rooms, and almost endless plans for intellec- 
tual, physical and moral betterment. In ad- 
dition to the above, lodgings were furnished 
in the Association Dormitories for over fifty 
thousand men: twenty-five thousand men 
were aided to obtain employment, and 350 
Associations report visits to sick young men, 
numbering 19,971. 

But what of turning the Association Build- 
ing into “A play-house, a sort of infantile 
theater, a pool room, a billiard hall, and 
what else we know not”. It is apparent by 
this time that these expressions can refer 
to but one feature (amusements), of one de- 
partment (Physical). And so far as the 
writer is able to discover, there is very little 
reason for the use of such language. There 
seems to be a reference to local conditions, 
here in Dayton. If that is what is intended. 
surely the proper method is by local protest 
to those in authority, not indiscriminate de- 
nunciation of a great institution. There are 
many churches whose methods are not above 
criticism; but we do not on that account 
denounce the church. 

It should be borne in mind that we are 
here dealing with world forees, concerned 
in the world-wide advance of the kingdom 
of God. For we have not recounted the 
eighty-two Foreign Secretaries, in fourteen 
different countries, of which our own John 
H. Warner is one. We have not mentioned 
the four thousand student volunteers already 
on the field. We have not described the 
Rochester Student Volunteer Convention, 
probably exceeding in spirituah power and 
influence any convention held in America 
or in the world for a generation. We have 
not described the wonderful developments of 
the World’s Student Federation, and allied 
movements, all of which are a part of the 
development of the Association. 

This article has probably exceeded its lim- 
its. But the Dayton Association has been re- 
ferred to, and demands a word. Among 
twenty or more lines of spiritual work pur- 
sued since last May, may be mentioned four- 
teen shop-meetings and twenty-six Bible 
classes each week; together with out-door 
evangelistic campaigns, Bible Study Cam- 
paigns. Evangelistic Extension campaigns, 
and the “Twenty-four Hour a Day Club” 
which contributes $2,200 a year to the work 
in Nanking, China. 

It remains to note the charge that “The 
Association is rapidly declining in its stand 
for a Bible Christianity.” This is based up- 
on the fact that the Dayton Y. M. C. A. 
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opened its halls to permit a Unitarian clergy- 
man to hold service. Concerning this only 
two things need be said. First, the services 
were not under the auspices of the Associa- 
tion, but the trustees, a body of Christian 
business men, rehted the hall and received 
pay for its use. Second, the active member- 
ship of the Association is still upon the 
“Portland Basis”, which makes it necessary 
for all active members to belong to some 
“Evangelical” church. " 

I wish to thank the editor for his courtesy 
in giving this article a place.

I came to Iowa with my family in 1862, 
and made my home on a quarter section 
of land some distance from all other settlers. 
In a few years others settled in the same 
township, and religious meetings were held 
by different preachers. At length a young 
Baptist preacher commenced to preach at 
one of the schoolhouses in the township, 
where so many professed conversion that 
the organization of a church appeared pos- 
sible: but Mr. Sherman had not been or- 
dained, and therefore could not baptize the 
candidates. But this difficulty was soon 
overcome, for he was ordained on Sunday. 
and on the following Wednesday he bap- 
tized several males and females. 

A small stream of water flows across the 
north line of the quarter section, on which 
I built my house, a little to the east of 
the center of that line, but in a few rods 
flows back again to the north. As _ there 
were no roads near there then, one could 
drive wherever he pleased: so I located my 
house on the bank of that stream only a 
few yards from the water. At that point 
there was a depression in the bed of the 
stream forming a pond of  never-failing 
water, while in dry times, no water would 
appear above the surface at other points. 


Elder Sherman decided to use this little 
pond for a baptistry on this occasion. 1 
helped him to cut a place through the ice, 
which was some eighteen or twenty inches 
in thickness, as this was in the middle of a 
cold winter. We made a short ladder with 
large rungs, having one side of them flat. 
and set it down into the water to assist in 
in getting down and up. 

On Wednesday afternoon, the time set 
for the baptizing. a few teams loaded with 
the candidates and several of their friends, 
drove out to the small house on the prairie, 
to attend to that solemn and impressive 
ceremony. <A stiff fair-weather breeze from 
the northwest was sweeping down across 
the naked prairie, while the sun appeared to 
he shining through floating polishings from 
icicles and from brass. 

I cannot state positively how many were 
baptized at that time, but think there were 
not more than nine. Just as soon as they 
came out of the water they hurried into the 
house, but where water was dripping from 
their hair and clothes, icicles would form in 
a minute or two. 

After the ceremony was finished and dry 
clothing was donned and many were huddled 
around a hot stove, one man said to Mr 
Sherman, “Well, Elder, I am the first person 
you ever baptized, and by gum, you did it 
up slick, I thought we would have to jump 
down into the water and climb out, but there 
was a nice ladder for us, and everything was 
in good shape.” 


JEREMIAH MASTIN SMITH 
I love to call to mind those good men 
whom I have heard preach during the last 
seventy-five years, and the Christian women 
whose songs, exhortations and prayers have 
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done so much to stem the current of sin 
that was bearing many onward to destruc- 
tion. One among the long list of thes» names 
is Jeremiah Mastin Smith, who preached to 





us occasionally sixty-five or seventy years 
ago. At that time he was a young man who 
impressed one favorably at first sight. His 
height was about five feet, ten inches, healthy, 
muscular and strong, very black hair and 
eyes, and a good loud voice. He appeared 
like one who would not be averse to giving 
orders, and after they were given would ex- 
pect them to b- obeyed. In his discourses he 
tried to impress his hearers with the im- 
portance of being prepared for death at 
any moment. As a sample I will give a 
single sentence: “Perhaps on your way home 
(from this meeting) your life may hang on 
a single buckle-tongue.” 


A lady who I understood was his wife, 
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with a little daughter some four years old, 
was in a large audience where he was 
preaching, when the child became quite rest- 
less. He stopped and looking at the little 
one said, “Little girl, keep still there and not 
trouble your mother.” She subsided immedi- 
ately. His prayers were definite and in- 
address 
would leave the impression that something 
was lacking, while the frequent repetition of 
the address might appear redundant. I have 
in mind a highly educated Christian gentle- 
man, whom I esteem very highly. who fre- 
quently repeats in his prayers, the address, 
“Our Father.” Once in a prayer of two or 
three minutes he repeated this address more 
than twelve times. Think of asking a favor 
of your neighbor and repeating his name 
so often in the same length of time. -Rev. 
Smith's custom was free from that objec- 
tion, if objection it may be called. He hap- 
pened to be in our locality when my father 
died, January 27, 1853, and was with us on 
the day of the funeral. Since then I have 
learned but little or nothing of his subse- 
quent history.

“Canst thou bind the sweet influences of Pleia- 
des, or loose the bands of Orion?’’—Job 38: 31. 


What is influence? It is the bringing about 
of an effect; power of authority; arising 
from an elevated station; excellence of char- 
acter or intellect; reputation, ete. It is some- 
thing that a follower of Jesus Christ should 
possess and can do so by setting a Godly ex- 
ample. The world uses it and often causes 
a professor of the Lord to get back into the 
ways of sin.

BE HONEST WITH GOD 


“But that on the good ground are they, 
which in an honest and good heart, having 
heard the word, keep it, and bring forth fruit 
with patience.’—Luke 8: 15. 

Man is distinguished from all other living 
creatures by his bodily form, walking erect 
with firm steps, lofty bearing. and his coun- 
tenance glowing with intelligence. Man is, 
however, still more prominently distinguished 
from all the tribes of living creatures around 
him by the faculties of his mind. 

Endued with perception, memory, reason, 
judgment, conscience and volition. Yet I 
fear that many never stop to realize from 
whence all those blessings come. 


See Gen. 1: 27.—"God created man in his 


own image, in the image of God created he 
him.” God has a mission in the world for 
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every man and every woman. But I fear 
that many are not fulfiling the mission for 
which God placed them here. 

We find a class of people who when we ask 
them what sort of a life they are living. 
will say: “Oh! I am a pretty good fellow, I 
don’t use intoxicating liquors, I don’t steal, 
nor I don’t take the name of God in vain, 
and I am honest with my fellow-men.” Yes, 
they are honest with their fellow-men, but 
they are not honest with their God. That 
sort of people may be called moral men and 
women. But let us stop and consider the 
moral life. 

“Remember morality will not answer for 
Christianity.” 

I fear that in the last day there will be 
no more chance for the moral man to pass 
through the pearly gates of heaven than 
there will be for the _ chiefest of 
sinners. For we read in God’s word where 
it says: “Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ 
and thou shalt be saved.” And again we 
read: “There is no other name given among 
men whereby we must be saved.” 

I feel that we owe our life, our all to God. 
For God has purchased our souls by the prec- 
ious blood of His own dear Son. 

I cannot understand why it is that Jesus 
left heaven and all of its glory. and came 
down to earth and died for us, and yet peo- 
ple are rejecting Him. 


Notice the reading of Mark 12:17. “Ren- 
der to Caesar the things that are Caesar's. 
and te God the things that are God’s.”” I be- 
lieve that wealth and pride are two things 
(among many) that are keeping people out 
of the kingdom of heaven. 

Some people are worshiping their wealth 
and riches in preference to God. I wish 
you might stop to realize how the rich man 
sent his soul down to ruin by refusing to 
allow Lazarus to eat of the crumbs which 
fell from his table. “Thou shalt have no 
other gods before me.” 

Notice Psalms 50: 10-12. “For every beast 
of the forest is mine, and the cattle upon a 
thousand hills. I know all the fowls of the 
mountains, and the wild beasts of the fields 
are mine. If I were hungry I would not tell 
thee: for the world is mine, and the fulness 
thereof.” This teaches us that we are only 
God's stewards, not the owners of what we 
may happen to have in our possession. 


Notice again the reading of Proverbs 16:- 
18. “Pride goeth before destruction, and an 
haughty spirit before a fall.” 


The fact that many are going the down- 
ward road is due to pride. Yes, pride is a 
road by which many souls find their way to 
hell.

But that on the good ground are they. 
which in an honest and good heart, having 
heard the word, keep it, and bring forth 
fruit with patience.” 

Ofttimes folks think they can deceive both 
God and their fellow-men. Yes, you can de- 
ceive man, but you cannot deceive God. “G 
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is not mocked for whatsoever a man soweth 
that shall he also reap.” 

Be honest with God. See Mal. 3:89. “Will 
a man rob God? Yet ye hath robbed me. 
But ye say wherein have we robbed thee? 
In tithes and offerings. Ye are cursed with 
a curse: for ye have robbed me even this 
whole nation.” God has given us six days 
in which to do all our work, yet people are 
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robbing God of the Sabbath day, the day 
which God set apart for worship. 

See I Sam. 16:7. “Man looketh on the 
outward appearance but God looketh on the 
heart.” 

Pray for us; for we trust we have a good 
conscience, in all things willing to live honest- 
ly.

But 
the fellow that sticks his fingers in his vest 
and struts and sneers and talks about my 
faith in the Infinite as being an old-fash- 
ioned thing, worn out, and tries to laugh 
me out of my. hope; tries to take away from 
me my Bible; tells me, with a patronizing 
sort of spirit, that he was once a believer 
himself, but has quite grown away from it. 
Has he, indeed? I am very glad that the 
great Gladstone did not grow away from it. 
I am very glad that our martyred McKinley, 
when he came down into the valley of the 
shadows, smiled up into the face of his 
attendants, ‘It is God’s will, sing a hymn.’ 
And they sang, ‘Nearer, my God, to Thee, 
nearer to Thee.’ 


“The man that sneers and scoffs, I know 
what I think of him. As a matter of fact, 
a good deal of the so-called argument of 
infidelity is not argument. 
friends, one of the greatest of our American 
politicians, was one day hurrying to a train, 
and found he had a little time to wait. He 
read in the paper that Robert G. Ingersoll 
was speaking near by. He went over to hear 
him for the first time. He came back and 
paid a marvelous tribute to his eloquence. 
Of course, he did rank as one of the greatest 
of our orators. My friend said when Inger- 
soll came to one place in his message, he 
himself, although he was a Christian, rose 
and cheered him to the echo. Then he sank 
in his seat and realized what an awful thing 
he had done.

All 
have gone to their reward save the two last 
named and they are only waiting the stroke 
of the boatman’s oar to carry them safely 
over the tide. Those pioneers braved the 
cold of winter and the heat of summer, either 
on horseback or on foot, to plant the stan- 
dard of Jesus Christ through the hills of 
southern Pennsylvania at a salary of from 
one to three hundred dollars per year. 

Now sometimes they are called old-fogies, 
old-timers, back-numbers. My prayer is, “Oh. 
Lord, send us more back numbers!’’—One 
who is interested in the Cause in Southern 
Pennsylvania.

Temptation of Christ—Satans Third Arrow

Text—“Again the devil taketh him up into 
an exceedingly high mountain, and sheiweth him 
all the kingdom of the world, and the glory of 
them; And saith unto him, All these things will I 
give thee, if thou wilt fall down and worship me. 
Then said Jesus unto him, Get thee hence, Satan; 
for it is written, Thou shalt worship the Lord thy 
fiod, and him only shalt thou serve.”—Matr. 4: 
8-10. 


Christ was just entering upon a mission 
than which none greater had ever occupied 
the mind of men. <As yet without a single 
follower, He proposed to begin a conquest 
which shall not cease until all authorities, 
all enemies, all crowns shall bow to Him—— 
shall confess that He is Lord to the glory 
of God the Father. But before this victory 
ean be achieved, there lay before Christ a 
life of poverty. a life of toil and still further 
along a Gethsemane and the eross. And 
more than that, centuries would come and 
go before the kingdom of this world woud 
be His. 

This is the right road to success, but it is 
a long road, and a_ toilsome, painful 
one, The process of teaching, enlightening, 
converting, warning and repossessing a lost 
world, must necessarily be a long, tedious 
tiresome, painful one. 

But Satan says: “All these will I give thee. 
if thou wilt fall down and worship me.” 
How much easier and earlier to obtain the 
kingdoms of the world in this way! 

{ short road to success, or religion made 


casy—that is the devil's third arrow. 


Satan took Christ up into an exceeding- 
ly high mountain—showed Him all the king- 
doms of the world (by sight and description 
and wrought-up imagination) spread out as 
a glowing panorama—made them tempting. 
Jesus would naturally inquire, “How ean I 
have all these—how make them al! mine’ 
Satan answers, “Fall down and worship me 
and all these shall be thine. Don’t wait: 
don’t suffer and toil; don’t expect to convert, 
reform and transform and morally make 
over the wicked world again. Fall down and 
worship me, and all shall at once be thine.” 

This, as you see, is Satan's short road for 
reaching results that God makes to depend 
upon labor, patience and elevation of charac- 
ter. 

To whom does Satan make this appeal? 

(a.) To ministers in correcting various 
wrongs they may see or hear of in society 
and in the church. 

Satan says, “Rail out against them. speak 
plainly. positively ; take the short cut to their 
correction.” The Lord says, “Forbear ye 
one another: reprove, rebuke with all long 
suffering: the servant of God shall not 
strive.” 

(b.) In conducting a revival. 

Satan says, “It is not wise to preach for a 
week simply to instruct people in the nature 
and character of their obligations to God—in 
the nature and the claim of the Christian 
religion upon them, so that when the uncon- 
verted act they shall know and feel just 
what they are about.” Satan says, “Tell 
them a story of some death-bed repentance ; 
make death and the grave and the judgment 
the sole theme of your discourses, get the 
people all wrought up in their feelings, all 


excited and you will have conversions from 
the very beginning of the meeting.” 

The rapidity with which such converts 
come into the church is equalled only by the 
rapidity with which they go out of the 
church, 

The Lord says, “Line upon line, precept 
upon precept * * * sow in the morning thy 
seed and in the evening withhold not thy 
hand.” “First the blade, then the stalk, 
then the full coyn in the ear.” 

(c.) Satan says as to wealth. 

The young man asks: How shall I get 
money? How shall I get wealth? Satan 
says: “Take the short road; don’t work; 
don’t struggle; don't wait: fall down and 
worship me: embezzle, defraud, flee to games 
of chance; launch out into risks, ete.” That 
is what he said to Ferdinand Ward, of the 
tirm of Ward, Grant & Co., who is now in 
prison in New York City. That is what he 
said to seven-tenths of those that are in 
prison and in murderer's cells to-day. 

God has opened but one grand and reason- 
able sure highway to a competency in this 
world—it is the longest road, but the safest 
and surest—it is the road of industry. 

The sentiment of the ages has been against 
idleness. Christianity enjoins industry. Mo- 
hammedanism requires that their highest 
and most renowned official, in church and 
state have a trade. Among the Egyptians 
idleness was a capital crime. Among the 
Locrians he that lent money to an idle per- 
son was to lose it. Idleness makes melan- 
choly and misery. Count Caylus when asked 
by his friends why he worked so hard at 
engraving, said, “I engrave lest I should 
hang myself.” Idleness in the world makes 
misery in religion and in- every-day life. 

(d.) Satan says and does to persons with 
regard to pleasure. 

He spreads out a picture of joy and merri- 
ment and conviviality. The young man says, 
How can I have all that? Satan says, 
“Don't work for it, or wait for it. Take the 
short cut—fall down and worship me, ete.” 
They do it, but what do they get? Pleasure? 
Ask the breken-down sot; ask the pale, bony 
debauchee: ask the invalids of hospitals and 
the broken-down constitutions of men and 
women who have fallen down at the feet of 
the god of pleasure. 

Pleasure must be Jired for—labored for— 
waited for. The pleasure of an education, 
culture, sociality, business success must all 
be labored for, waited for. 


When Geron, an old man of eighty. was 
sitting at the door of his rural dwelling a 
youth from town came to him and entered in- 
to conversation. When he heard the number 
of his years he marveled at his health and 
vigorous appearance and asked Geron what 
he had done to enjoy such strength and 
serenity in thé winter of his life. Geron 
answered: “My son, this is like every good 
gift from above, yet we must do something 
here below to obtain it.” Then the old man 
arose and took the stranger to the orchard, 
showed him the high, splendid trees laden 
with delicious fruit. Then the old man said: 
“Dost thou marvel that I now enjoy the fruit 
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of these trees? Behold, my son, I planted 
them in my youth. Here thou hast the mys- 
tery of my quiet and happy old age.” The 
youth bowed his head, for he understood the 
old man's words and pondered them in his 
heart.

THE TEMPTATION 


Soon after our Lord had been baptized the 
Holy Spirit led Him into the wilderness. 
There were no houses there, but wild beasts 
were there—lions and bears and wolves—and 
at night they used to walk about and howl 
and roar, but they did not touch Jesus. God 
kept them from hurting Him. For forty 
days and nights Jesus was in that dreadful 
wilderness, and all that long time He had 
nothing to eat. 

He was not quite alone there. Some one 
else was in the wilderness watching Him, 
fearing Him and hating Him. Who was it? 
It was Satan. Satan knew quite well that 
Jesus was the Son of God and he hated Him 
because He was good and pure and holy, 
but most of all he hated Him because He 
knew that Jesus had come into the world to 
be the Savior of ainners and that He would 
save men from hell.

He wanted to tempt 
Jesus to doubt His Father’s love and not to 
wait for His Father's time to feed Him. The 
Lord Jesus only replied to Satan out of the 
Scriptures: “It is written man shall not live 
by bread alone, but by every word that pro- 
ceedeth out of the mouth of God.”

Remember when you are tempted that 
prayer to God will always keep you from 
yielding to temptation. Say, “Lord, help 
me,” and He will do it. 

The Holy Spirit had taken Jesus into the 
wilderness to be tempted of the devil and it 
was the Holy Spirit also that after the temp- 
tation took Him into Galilee and there for 
the first time He began to preach from this 
time to the day of His death. He never 
ceased going about doing good and as He 
went from place to place He talked to the 
people about God. 

So if any chance to read this who is with- 
out hope of God in this world, turn from the 
temptation of the dewl and learn to love and 
serve the living God.

The one absorbing question of most men 
is this: What is the profit in the transaction? 
If it be the investment of money in any way, 
as a business, they refuse to do it, umess 
they can see in it clearly a good profit. If 
the enterprise calls for the investment of tal- 
ent, or strength or time, one of the first 
questions they wish settled is: What will 
be the profit? We wish to understand what 
we are to lose or gain, if we are considering 
any phase of the affairs of time, and we do 
not dare say it is wrong to look out in a 
reasonable way for the profit we expect to 
reap from the investment of our time, or 
strength, or talent, or money, but we do stop 
to ask: Why is it we do not insist on a defi- 
nite answer to the same question in matters 
pertaining to the moral and spiritual invest- 
ments of life? Men and women sin witheut 
seriously trying to get an answer to the 
question: What arill the reward be? Often- 
times people live a life of sin without even 
trying to find out what the Bible says as to 
whether it will bring profit or loss, The 
Bible is explicit in declaring the facts. Sin 
is unprofitable—the Bible says so, over and 
over, and yet how men love sin and indulge 
it without a thought as to what the profit 
or loss must be. The Bible is Explicit. 

“And turn ye not aside: for then should 
ye go after vain things, which cannot profit 
nor deliver: for they are vain.”—1 Sam. 
12: 21. 

God's call to the man in sin is to turn 
from sin, and his command to the man serv- 
ing Him is, turn ye not aside—He means the 
narrow way and straight ahead is the only 
safe way—the only profitable way. The 
things we find out of the way of righteous- 
ness cannot profit—they always bring loss 
and disappointment in the end or sooner. 
When man is entering upon a life of sin, 
why does he not stop and ask: What is the 
profit? Elsewhere he toils in service, expect- 
ing a reward, but in sin he makes a miserable 
slave of himself without the slightest pos- 
sibility of profit in the service. 

“* * * T have sinned, and perverted 


that which was right, and it profited me 
not.”"—Jeh 33: 27 


Here we have a double confession. He con- 
fesses sin to depart from it and also conféss- 
es that there was no profit in it. Who ever 
did find profit in sin? It always costs him 
more than it pays. If it does not in the 
first service, it does invariably before the 
final settlement is made—for in the end its 
wages are death and darkness forever. Sin 
is always a perversion of what is right. 

“Treasures of wickedness profit noth- 


ing: but righteousness delivereth from 
death.”’—Prov. 10: 2. 


How plain is the warning of God’s Word 


against sin. There is no profit in its treas- 
ures. If a man wishes to make sure of a 
good reward, he must quit sin and follow 
after righteousness, for righteousness deliv- 
ers from death; and that is the greatest 
profit in the universe. Sin, when it has con- 
ceived, bringeth forth death, but righteous- 
ness—it brings forth life through Jesus 
Christ. Sin is unprofitable. 

“For there shall be no reward to the evil 
man: the candle of the wicked shall be 
put out.”’—Prov. 24: 20. 

That is a sweeping statement from God 
himself—the evil man shall have no reward. 
Surely there is no hope for the wicked; God 
has nothing for them—even the light He 
has given them shall be put out. They shall 
be cast into outer darkness, where there shall 
be wailing and gnashing of teeth. The serv- 
ant of sin is doomed—there is no reward in 
blessing for him, but do not forget that is 
his choice. 

“They that make graven image are all 
of them vanity; and their delectable things 
shall not profit; and they are their own 
witnesses; they see not, nor know; that 
they may be ashamed.”’—Isa. 44: 9. 

What an array of facts against the wick- 
ed! Study these statements—see how sweep- 
ing they are. 

1. The makers of graven images are all 
vain—no good in them. 

2. Even the things which are good in 
their lives shall not profit them. They are 
like the man who spends a fortune in drunk- 
enness and -riotous living—the fortune is 
more of a curse to them than otherwise, not 
that the fortune is not good, but they make 
a bad use of it. 

3. These wicked are to be their own wit- 
nesses—their own lives will bear undisputed 
testimony against them, and no other wit- 
ness need be called. 

4. They see not, they know not and are 
ashamed. What a fearful record for the life 
of sin—blinded, made ignorant and filled 
with shame over the life they have lived. 

“Wherefore do ye spend money for that 
which is not bread? and your labor for 
that which satisfieth not? Hearken dili- 
gently unto Me, and eat ye that which is 
good, and let your soul delight itself in 
fatness.”’—Isa. 55: 2. 

Think of these remarkable statements! 
The wicked are called upon to give a reason 
for spending money for that which does not 
feed. But he cannot answer, for he knows 
of no reason for doing so. He is called upon 
to tell why he labors for that which does 
not satisfy. That is just what he does. 
There is no rest or satisfaction for the wick- 
ed. Then the Lord directs the attention of 
the wicked to the way to a better life. Lis- 
ten! - Hearken diligently that you may eat 
the fat of the land, and that your soul may 


delight itself therein. It is God’s call to a 


better life. 
“They have sown wheat, but shall reap 
thorns; they have put themselves to pain, 


but they shall not profit * * *"—Jer. 
12: 13. 


What a fearful sentence on one’s life work. 
His work is likened to one sowing wheat, 
but when he goes to reap, he gets nothing 
but thorns. What a picture of a wicked life? 

“For what is a man profited, if he shall 


gain the whole world, and lose his own 
soul?”—Matt. 16: 26. 


Comment is useless—the man who cannot 
catch the truth of that one sentence will 
hardly catch it if he had twenty sentences to 
express the same thing. 

We beseech you; dear reader, make the com- 
parison—the gain of this world with the 
loss of the soul, and now, while it may not 
yet be too late, flee to Christ for salvation 
that your life may not be spent to no profit, 
as it must be if spent in sin. May God help 
you to see the truth and to accept it for- 
ever! 


If you are getting lazy, watch James. If 
your faith is below par, read Paul. If you 
are impatient, sit down quietly and have a 
talk with Job. If you are just a little strong- 
headed, go and see Moses. If you are get- 
ting weak-kneed, take a look at Blijah. If 
there is no song in your heart, listen to David. 
If youare getting sordid, spend a while with 
Isaiah. If you feel chilly, get the beloved 
disciple to put his arms around you. If you 
are losing sight of the future, climb up to 
Revelation and get a sight of the promised 
land.— Word and Work.

——The Anti-Saloon League bill provid- 
ing for state-wide prohibition in Virginia, has 
been introduced in the senate of that State 
by Senator Strode. 


——The city council of Tomah, Wis., has 
forbidden by ordinance the serving of lunches 
in saloons. Opening of saloons on the Sab- 
bath is also forbidden. 


——The American Bible Society has raised 
the $500,000 for missionary work required 
in order to receive the gift of a like sum 
from Mrs. Russell Sage. 


——lIt is estimated that fully 10,000 chil- 
dren, the largest number on record, partici- 
pated in the sport at the annual egg-rolling 
at the White J House grounds, Monday, 
March 28. 


——tThe new president of Brazil is Marshal 
Hermes Fonseca, formerly minister of war. 
He was nominated by a hundred and seventy- 
five members of the national congress, and 
not in convention. 


——A  fifty-thousand-dollar hosiery mill, 
built entirely by negro labor, with negro 
money. under the supervision of a negro 
architect, and to be operated by negro labor, 
is one of the signs of the times. 





Americans may well feel proud of the 
versatility of Colonel Roosevelt. He will ad- 
dress the Sarbonne in Paris in French; he 
will speak in German to the inhabitants of 
Berlin, and will deliver the Nobel lecture at 
Christiana. 


———As a result of the affection won in the 
hearts of Minnesotaus by the late Governor 
J. A. Johnson, a fund of $22,000 has been 
raised in that state to provide a permanent 
income for his widow the balance of her 
life. The money is to be invested in such a 
manner that it will bring the widow at 
least one hundred dollars a month. 


——A South Carolina gentleman while 
drunk shot the porter and conductor of a 
Pullman car while traveling from Wash- 
ington to Baltimore and was himself killed 
in being captured. And still some people 
will persist in voting to keep the saloons in 
business. 

——While out sailing on the St. Lawrence 
River, a painter picked up a gray substance 
that he believed was some form of animal 
and took it ashore. On examination by a 
chemist it was found to be ambergris, worth 
about thirty thousand dollars. The sub- 
stance weighed thirty-eight pounds. 


——In Chicago the anti-saloon committee 
received an anonymous letter from a woman 
enclosing her marriage ring as a contribution 
to the fund to help make the city “dry.” 
She signs, “From one who hopes to see the 
day, for my children’s sake.” The ring was 
sold for one hundred dollars and will be re- 
turned to the owner if she can be found. 


——A large part of the Government’s 
young pine tree forest along the Dismal Riv- 
er, in Nebraska, was destroyed by fire. Hun- 
dreds of square miles were burned and mil- 
lions of trees killed. The Forestry Service 
has been experimenting there on a large scale 
and had spent a great deal of money in the 
hope of establishing pine forests in the sand- 
hill country of western Nebraska. 


—NMyra Kelly (Mrs. Allan Macnaughton) 
a noted writer of child stories drawn from 
her own experience as a teacher, died in 
England, March 31st, where she and her hus- 
band had godne for her health. She wrote 
mainly about the children of the immigrants. 
she being an immigrant herself, having been 
born in Dublin, Ireland. Her stories dis- 
played much humor and sympathy with child 
life. Her home was in New Jersey. 


-——Early in March Vesuvius became ac 
tive and has continued ever since to show 
signs of an outbreak. On two days the erup- 
tion was violent. For twenty-four hours the 
voleano threw out red-hot stones and ashes, 
and there were sounds of loud explosions 
within. New cracks were formed near the 
crater, and from these gas and lava poured 
out. There is the usual amount of alarm in 
the surrounding country, for when Vesuvius 
begirs to be active no one knows how serious 
it may be. 


——Two hundred and seventy thousand 
mine workers, producing more than two- 
thirds of the total, output of bituminous coal 
in the United States, laid down their tools 
March 31st for an indefinite period. There 
is no hope that the “suspension” will be end- 
ed in less than a month and while the mine 
owners do not consider the trouble serious 
enough to call it a strike, it isa fact that no 
coal will be mined until some sort of an 
agreement is made. The miners ask for an 
increase in wages and object to the use of ex- 
plosives in the mine. 


——Alexander Agassiz, scientist, traveler 
and self-made millionaire, died March 28 on 
the steamer Adriatic, bound from South- 
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hampton to New York. Mr. Agassiz was a 
son of Jean Paul Louis Rudolphe Agassiz, 
the famous naturalist, and inherited in a 
remarkable degree all his father’s talents 
for scientific research. Going to Michigan 
and becoming interested in the copper mines 
he developed these mines until they became 
the richest in the world. Mr. Agassiz is 
the author of many scientific books that give 
him a reputation among scientists all over 
the world. 


——The famous Lebanon (Ohio) Society 
of Shakers, the offspring of the first Ameri- 
can Shaker Society at Lebanon, N. Y., is 
about to pass out of existence. The dying of 
this Ohio colony will mark the beginning of 
the end of this remarkable religious organi- 
zation which is now confined to the United 
States. At present the colony owns 4,000 
acres of the best land in the state. It is 
worth $400,000 and the improvements on it 
will bring at least $150,000 more. Out of the 
original 500 members there are now only 
twenty-four left. The youngest of these is 
seventy and nine are past eighty. A receiv- 
er has been appointed and it is the inten- 
tion of the colonists to have the receiver- 
ship continue until the last colonist is dead, 
then the property is to be turned over to 
the parent colony in New York. 

——David Josiah Brewer, associate justice 
of the Supreme Court of the United States, 
died March 28 of apoplexy at his home in 
Washington. Mr. Brewer, although in every 
respect an American, was not born in this 
country, but in Smyrna, Asia Minor, June 
28, 1837. His father was for years en- 
gaged in missionary work among the Orien- 
tals. His parents were pure Americans and 
it was while his father was a missionary in 
Asia Minor that Justice Brewer was born. 
Later his father and mother returned to 
America and settled in Middletown, Conn. 
After graduation Justice Brewer went West 
and finally settled in Kansas and it was 
from that state he was appointed to the 
Supreme Court. He was an orator of un- 
usual ability, expressing his opinions in a 
clear and forcible manner. In 1889 he was 
appointed one of the justices of the Supreme 
Court and has held that position fill his 
death. 

~——The taking of the census will be a big 
task. Thirty-two questions will be asked by 
the enumerators and their answers will be 
set down on cards. The results when sent to 
Washington from all the districts will be 
put into proper shape by hundreds of clerks, 
aided by some wonderful new electric ma- 
chine. At the Census Bureau in Washington 
there will be a card for every person in the 
United States, containing information about 
that person. The information is not written 
on the card, but ts expressed by holes 
punched in certain places. Machines then 
assort the cards by means of the holes. 
There will be about ninety million cards, 
and as each will pass through the machines 
at least six times, the work of the machines 
will be equal to handling 540,000,000 cards. 
It is very necessary that the people tell the 
census-man the truth. It will cost ‘the gov- 
ernment $14,000,000 to take the census. This 
is much more than either England or Ger- 
many pays. In those countries the police- 
men and letter carriers gather most of the 
statistics. ;

ROOSEVELT AT CAIRO, EGYPT 


When Ex-President Roosevelt on March 28 
addressed the students of the University of 
Egypt at Cairo, it was a message from a 
most modern man representing a most mod- 
ern nation, to the descendants of the an- 
cients in a most ancient center of learning. 
Colonel Roosevelt’s reputation as a man of 
definite conceptions, convictions, and powers 
of expression was fully sustained, and his 
words will have weight in what makes for 
the weal of the world. Below is a part of 
his address as reported by cable to the Amer- 
ican press: 


“No man may reach the front rank who 
is not intelligent and not trained with intel- 
ligence. Mere intelligence itself is worse 
than useless unless it is guided with an up- 
right heart with strength and courage behind 
it. Morality, decency, clean living, courage, 
manliness and self-respect are more impor- 
tant than mental subtlety. An honest, cour- 
ageous and far-sighted politician is a good 
thing in any country, where his usefulness 
depends chiefly on his ability to express the 
wishes of the population, in which the poli- 
tician forms only a fragment of the leader- 
ship, and where the business man, the land 
owner, the engineer, the man of technical 
knowledge—men of a hundred different pur- 
suits—represent the average type of leader- 
ship. 

“No people have permanently amounted to 
anything whose ‘only public leaders were 
clerks, politicians and lawyers. - Remember 
always that the securing of a_ substantial 
education, whether by a group of individuals 
or a people, is attained only by progress as a 
unit. You can no more make a man really 
educated by giving him a certain curriculum 
of studies than you can make a people fit 
for self-government by giving them a paper 
constitution. The training of an individual. 
in order, to fit him to do good work in the 
world, is a matter of years; and the training 
of a nation to fit it successfully to fulfill the 
duties of self-government is not a matter of 
a decade or two but of generations. 


“Some foolish persons believe that the 
granting of a paper constitution, prefaced by 
some high-sounding declarations, in itself, 
confers the power of self-government. This 
was never so. Nobody can give a people self- 
government any more than it is possible to 
give an individual self-help. You know the 
old Arab proverb, ‘God helps those who help 
themselves.’ In the long run the only per- 
manent way for the individual to be helped 
is to help himself. This is one of the things 
your university should inculcate. 

“Man is slow in the growth of character. 
The final determining factor in the problem 
with a people—any people possessed of the 
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essential qualities—is to show. no haste in 
grasping that which it is only too easy to 
misuse. The slow, steady and resolute de- 
velopment of those substantial qualities— 
love, justice, fair play, the spirit of self-reli- 
ance and moderation—alone will enable a 
people to govern themselves. In the long, 
tedious and absolutely essential process, | 
believe your university takes an important 
part. Do not forget the old Arab proverb, 
‘God is with the patient if they know how to 
wait.’ This spirit condemns every lawless 
act, evil, envy and hatred, and above all, 
hatred based on religion or race.”

A PRAYER FOR THE AMERICAN 
CHRISTIAN CONVENTION 
AND NOTICE OF 
AMENDMENTS 


“O Lord God Eternal! Thou who has been 
our dwelling place in all generations, Thou 
who from everlasting to everlasting art the 
same, we stand upon the threshold of what 
we call another American Christian Conven- 
tion, and ere we cross it at Albany, New 
York, next October, we look to Thee, to ask 
that Thou wilt make our paths straight where 
Thou dost dwell, keep us through the com- 
ing quadrennial from stain of sin; from 
wrong desires; from defeat by temptations. 
Guide us as we go, and wherever we go be 
Thou our shield. We have learned a little 
of the lesson ef our own weakness, and we 
come te Thee for strength. We plead Thy 
knowledge of what we are and of what 
we mean to be. Fill us with Thy grace, and 
self-sacrificing love. Let Thy Holy Spirit 
be our daily guide. Let us not forget to 
pray daily, Thy will be done, and not ours. 
And when in the stress of our Christian 
duty we may fall and fail forgive us for 
the sake of Jesus Christ, Thy Son. Amen. 

In the strength of the foregoing prayer I 
offer the following: 

NOTICE OF AMENDMENTS 


(a.) Noticeis hereby given that at the com- 
ing quadrennial meeting of the American 
Christian Convention, Christian Publishing 
Association and related corporations, at Al- 
bany, New York, next October, amendments 
will be offered to the appropriate articles of 
the constitutions of the respective bodies 
concerned, or to the appropriate regulations 
thereof, to accomplish the following results 
connected with their organization or opera- 
tion :-— 

(b.) That the number of members of the 
mission board be reduced to seven; no two 
of whom shall reside in the same state of 
the Union, or province of Canada ; 

(c.) That the number of mission secre- 
taries be reduced to one, who shall be under 
the control, first, of the Convention; and, 
second, of the mission board ; 

(d.) That the secretary of missions shall 
make all the authorized periodical financial 
calls, as follows:—for home missions, for 
foreign missions, for education, and for the 
American Christian Convention ; 

(e.) That no other periodical financial 
calls shall be issued ; 

(f.) That no special financial call shall 
be kept standing in our weekly publications 
a longer time than one month; 

(g.) ‘That the secretary of missions shall 
promptly (and without any recommendation 
by himself or the mission board) turn over 
to the secretary of education all the moneys 
received in response to the call for education, 
and such money shall be distributed among 
the various schools and colleges of our broth- 
erhood, or for other educational purposes, as 
the executive board of the American Chris- 
tian Convention shall vote; 

(h.) That in voting by correspondence, an 
absolutely unanimous vote of all the mem- 
bers of the board shall be required; and a 
single negative vote shall be a veto on action 
until ‘such vote is withdrawn, or the board 
has a meeting; 

(i.) That no officer or employe of the mis- 
sion board, receiving from it a salary or com- 
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pensation of fifty dollars or over, shall take 
pastoral charge of any church; nor shall any 


such officer or employe receive compensation ‘. 
from any church for supplying the pulpit, or 


any other service, except for traveling ex- 
penses ; 

(j.) That the educational board of the A. 
C. C. be abolished ; 

(k.) That the officers of the American 
Christian Convention shall consist of the 
following :—President, Secretary, Secretary 
of missions, Secretary of education, Treasur- 
er; That no two of these officers shall re- 
side in the same state of the Union, or in 
the same province of Canada. (This annuls 
the offices of secretary of Endeavor, secre- 
tary of Sunday-schools, secretary of publish- 
ing, and one secretary of missions). 

(1.) That the secretary of missions shall 
promptly forward to the treasurer of the 
Convention any money received by him for 
the Convention, in response to the call for 
the Convention, or otherwise received for 
Convention ; 

(m.) That no officer of the Christian Pub- 
lishing Association, or of the American Chris- 
tion Convention, shall be a member of the 
mission: board, except the secretary of mis- 
sions ; 

(n.) That no member of the mission 
board shall be appointed a missionary, home 
or foreign, or be put on a salary of over $25 
a year, except the secretary of missions, or 
the treasurer ; 

(o.) That no officer of either of the cor- 
porations, American. Christian Convention, 
Christian Publishing Association, or mission 
board, shall be an officer of either one of the 
other ; except the secretary of missions; 

(p.) That no officer or employe of either 
one of these bodies that receive from it a 
salary of $50 or ever a year, shall be per- 
mitt-d to have charge of a ehurch; 


(q.) That no relative of any member of 
the mission board shall be appointed to any 
salaried position by that board, during the 
quadrennial term during which such mem- 
ber of the board was elected to serve; 


(r.) 'That the secretary of missions shall 
not be permitted to charge his traveling ex- 
penses to the mission treasury, while there 
is any portion of an appropriation to any 
home or foreign missionary remaining un- 
paid; unless such traveling expenses are in- 
curred in direct (not implied) obedience to 
some vote of the mission board; 

(s.) That the “per diem” pay of members 
of the mission board for attending at its 
meetings be abolished; but that the neces- 
sary traveling expenses be paid; 

(t.) That the full minutes of the meet- 
ings of the mission board, and of the Ameri- 
can Christian Convention, and not an ab- 


stract, be published either in the HERALD oF. 


Gospet. Liserty, or Christian Missionary; 

(u.) That the president of the Americdn 
Christian Convention, or the president of the 
Christian Publishing Association (whichever 
is the appropriate officer) shall declare re- 
moved from office any officer of either body, 
or of thé mission board, who disobeys a vote 
taken by either body in its quadrennial meet- 
ing; and such removed officer shall be entitled 
to no salary or financial*° compensation after 
such declaration by said president; and any 
officer paying him, or voting to pay him, 
shall be held in debt to the treasury to the 
extent of the sum paid; 

(v.) That no person shall be elected a 
member of the mission board, or an officer 
of the American Christian Convention, or of 
the Christian Publishing Association, who is 
an officer of a state convention, or state asso- 
ciation, or state conference, made up of del- 
egates from district or local conferences ; 

(w.) That the financial books and ac- 
counts, as well as the secretary’s records 
authorizing financial transactions of the mis- 
sion board, shall be audited by some person 
or persons not employed by the mission board 
or of the American Christian Convention ; 

(v.) If the form, or wording, in which these 
proposed amendments to the organic laws, or

The keeping of 
Easter is not in fine garments, nor artistic 
music, nor any outside display, but being 
in harmony with the triumphant Christ, in 
the drinking in of His spirit, and in the 
exercise of that hope which is big with im- 
mortality. To the true Christian life is one 
long Easter morning prophetical of the full- 
orbed day. Life to him with all its changes, 
is permeated with the rays of the “sun of 
righteousness,” and there throbs within him 
the life of a risen Christ. Were this the 
condition of every member of the professed 
church the world would now be on its knees 
before God, and the light of the risen Christ 
would fill the earth. War, murder, intem- 
perance, strikes, and every kind of injustice 
among men would cease. But the light of 
the first Easter morning still shines, and is 
destined to flood the earth. Those who have 
named the name of Christ are expected to 
be the bearers of that light. “Ye are the 
light of the world.” Do we, in our lives, 
shed that light? “If the light which is in 
you be darkness how great is that darkness.”

The old chureh on the hill is still doing 
business on principles she adopted at organ- 
ization. They have proved so practical there 
has been no reason to change. 

Are you a member of the First Christian 
church? If not, why not? If you are liv- 
ing in Lubec, and do not belong to any other 
church here, and are a Christian, why not 
apply for admission to membership in this 
chureh? 

There are some few reasons why we are 
not ashamed to invite you to become one of 
us, and we believe that you will find our 
fellowship genuine and agreeable. 

In the first place we believe sufficient : 

I. Christ our only head—we believe that 
Jesus Christ is the Son of God, and Savior 
of the world. “No man cometh unto the Fa- 
ther but by him,” and He has said that, “He 
that cometh to me I will in no wise cast 
out.” Is it not something that we may well 
feel it is an honor to belong to a church 
who has no other head than the one God 
has given “to be the head over all things to 
the church’? Jesus Christ who filleth all in 
all. 

II. Christian our only name.—We have 
been consistent in this. We have never had 
any other name, and do not ever expect to 
change this. The churches of the Christian 
denomination have used the name “Chris- 
tian” only, and you will find them all called 
by that name. What a confusion there 
would be in the world if each man called 
himself by a different name every little while! 
An established name keeps us from many 
confusions in the world. The churches of 
our denomination have always been called 
“Christian.” 

III. The Bible, our only rule of faith and 
practice.—We do not separate the different 
ideas of the Bible into a separate creed but 
our creed is the whole Bible—which we also 
believe is sufficient to discipline and guide 
our members. 

IV. Individual interpretation the inalien- 
able right of all—Christ commanded us to 
“Search the Scriptures,” that by so doing 
we might know the Truth and the Truth 
should set us free. There is no bar to your 
individual belief regarding a Scriptural doc- 
trine in the Christian Church. 

V. Christian character our test of fellow- 
ship—By their fruits ye shall know them. 
What fellowship is there so sweet, what 
friendship so abiding as that which Christ 
gives! Fellowship which is not based by 
some formal ceremony which has been per- 
formed, or because of some ritual recited 
but because “the marks of the Lord Jesus 
are in the life.” 


VI. The union of all the followers of 
Christ on these principles.—Is there one 
thing in them that is non-essential? Do you 
see anything that is a barrier to union among 
them? There is no special dogma, no set 
ceremony, no particular form of baptism, no 
narrow manism or ancestralism among them. 
Nothing but what a member in good stand- 
ing in any evangelical church could come 
and unite with us—without having to be put 
through any further ceremony or to subscribe 
themselves to any different faith. Come and 
join with us on these principles and help us 
proclaim them by living them in the world 
day by day.

Taylor Jackman, one of our local preachers 
and member of the N. W. I. C., removes to 
North Vernon, Jennings County. One of our 
city pastors whom we heard on Easter Sun- 
day, emphasized the doctrine of Christ’s lit- 
eral second coming. An excellent sermon 
and after hearing it, felt impressed that 
probably that phase of the gospel is too much 
neglected. One thing is plainly evident, and 
that is, the phenomenal growth and success 
of the early church were the result of the be- 
lief and preaching that doctrine. The late 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court, Da- 
vid J. Brewer, LL. D., in his “Twentieth 
Century from Another View-point,” states 
his regrets at the intense rivalry of religious 
denominations, and gives this amusing inci- 
dent as the result of the system: “Two regi- 
ments during the Civil War, one of Indiana 
and the other of Ohio, were camped togeth- 
er. The chaplain of the former was an ear- 
nest man, through whose efforts many con- 
versions took place among the soldiers in 
that regiment. When this was reported to 
the Ohio colonel and that forty Indiana sol- 
diers had been baptized, he promptly issued 
his order to detail sixty men for immediate 
baptism, saying that he would not allow any 
Hoosier regiment to have more Christians 
in it than the Fourth Ohio.” We exceeding- 
ly regret our inability because of other en- 
gagements, to accept a place on program of 
Joint Conference in Northwestern Indiana 
Conference at New Waverly. Kokomo will 
make the effort to have two hundred laymen 
attend convertion at Indianapolis. Every 
layman in Christian church in Indiana who 
ean should be present.—R. H. Gort.
